Pate Pudding.—Take Jtwo-thirds of 
a cupful of chopped suet, one cupful 
of bread crumbs, one egg well beaten, 
two tablespoonfuls of sugar, one cup­ 
ful of milk, one cupful of stoned dates 
cirt fine, one teaspoonful* of vanilla, 
two teaspooufuls of baking powder, a 
half-teaspoonful of salt and enough 
flour to make a drop batter. 
Steam 
three hours and serve with an egg 
sauce. 


A chicken salad which is different Is 
one using a small supful of chopped 
apple with the celery and chicken, 
adding the usual dressing preferred.

And that is just what 
she means if she employs the term 
properly. The story of the origin of 
the colloquialism is credited to Con­ 
necticut, according to the Hartford 
Times.

In the days when the Charter Oak 
was green and *Slr Edmund Andross 
was more green, New London boasted 
of a citizen of the name of Fitz John 
Winthrop. lie was a sailor, and^more- 
over of literary tastes. These tastes 
were more distinctly commercial. That 
is, while,he was quite a bibliophile on 
his own account, and had a goodjy 
store of books, he was in th'e business 
of collecting books for others. Prob­ 
ably because he was something of a 
connoisseur, the colonist who coveted 
foreign published books engaged him 
to obtain them when he was in port 
on the other side; or, knowings their 
fads, he would, of his own account, 
make the purchases, and bring them 
over, disposing of them at a fair profit. 


Among the customers was a lawyer 
who was also interested in shipping, 
politics and several other things which 
in our later day might go by the name 
of speculations.

Among other 
works for which he had something 
of a penchant were those of Lord 
Bacon. He managed to have quite a 
sizable importation at different .times.

came into port and brought him a 
bale of 'bookis, he found the lawyer in 
financial difficulties of a shady char­ 
acter. On the following day the prop­ 
erty was to be “distrained.” Under 
the colonial law among other things 
exempt from the claws of the creditor 
was meat of various descriptions and 
quantities. Bewailing the fact that his 
books must go under the hammer, he 
was disconsolate 
when the captain 
came with the additional volumes. He 
had a decent supply of wits and ho 
and the lawyer, working industriously 
by night, 
managed to stow away a 
good deal of the library in meat bar­ 
rels in the cellar. On top of each was 
a layer »of bacon in coarse salt. The 
following day, when the sheriff’s clerk 
came with his red chalk, he scrawled 
his “X” on each of the barrels, and 
the contents were exempted. It must 
have been some time Iqter when Capt. 
Fitz John related the story, and man­ 
aged to add, “Leave it to any one if 
them bar’ls didn’t hold Bacon!”

The Fathead. 


It surely would be imprudent to ad­ 
dress that formidable creature the 
swordfish as Fathead, yet the term 
would be quite appropriate. The heads 
of 100 average swordfish will yield 
sixty-five gallons of an oil that has 
hitfh market value. 
Refined and sun- 
bleached, it is indistinguishable from 
whale oil, and fetches the same price. 
In fact, commercially, it is whale oil. 


Whale oil Is obtained on a much 
larger scale from halibut heads, which 
are treated in the same way as the 
swordfish heads—i. e., cooked to a 
pulp with steam and pressed. A short 
ton of them will yield 40 gallons of 
oil, 
Boston and Gloucester (Mass.) 
annually produce 12,000 gallons of re­ 
fined oil from halibut heads. 


Away back In the seventies some­ 
body discovered 
that salmon 
heads 
were rich in oil, and since then the 
production of it has been a consider­ 
able industry in connection with the 
Pacific salmon fishery. 
By 1895 the 
annual output had risen to 50,000 gal­ 
lons,

Why not make our hogs and chickens, 
for example, wait on themselves by 
having good crop trees, many of which 
keep dropping their fruit over a large 
period of time, under which we can 
pasture them?

How many men there are today who might have become wealthy 
had they only known how to save money I During the course of their 
careers they have earned large sums, but these have slipped from their 
fingers from day to day. They had the natural gift of making money, 
just as their successful rivals, but they lacked the quality of permanent 
success — which is thrift. 


Although the ability to make money is, to a considerable extent, a 


matter of natural aptitude, the still more important accomplishments of 
thrift can be acquired by anyone. There is no excuse for not saving 
money. 


Thriftlessness is an indication of weakness. It is indecision of char- 


acter. 


Thrift requires steadfastness, and the marshaling of the last ounce of 


moral strength that we possess. But it does not require any special genius 
or brilliant gift of mind. 


It is within the power of every man and woman to thrive through the 


cultivation of prudent habits. Practices of thrift do not bring a guarantee 
of great wealth. But they are an absolute assurance of modest success and 
a never-failing protection against complete failure and poverty. 


The primary value of thrift lies in the fact that through it we secure 


full advantage of the little things. 


Those who are thriftless in money matters do not, as a rule, dissipate 


their resources in large amounts. The processes of waste are going on 
constantly, however, in the way of unnecessary or ill-advised spending. 


On the other hand thrift consists of saving by small degrees. 
A point often overlooked is that a few years of thrifty habits will 


place one in a financial position where he can enjoy many of life's whole- 
some pleasures, whereas continual thriftlessness yields only inadequate 
and superficial pleasure.—S. W. Straus in Thrift Magazine.

About Poultry Feeding i 


The high prices of grain this past 


year have caused .many poultry people 
to try different feeds 
and 
feeding 


from what might be called standard 
feeding. 


From reports reaching the Pennsyl- 


vania department of agriculture and 
the observations of the poultry ex- 
perts in its employ, these experiments 
ID new or abbreviated feeding have 
mostly been a failure and have re- 
sulted in much poultry having made 
an unprofitable growth and being puny 
and stunted. 


A notable exception is the feeding 


of boiled oats, which feed, previously 
used by only a few poultry keepers, 
has become very popular, particularly 
among the larger poultry keepers hav- 
ing much feeding to do. 


Boiled oats are greedily eaten by 


chickens of all ages; make a good 
growing and a good laying feed and 
in results obtained or obtainable are 
proving to be the cheapest food that 
has been available the last six months. 


Boiled oats have largely, too, super- 


seded the sprouted oats so much ex- 
ploited a few years ago, as they are 
safer, a better and a less fussy feed. 


To prepare, soak good, heavy oats 


12 hours or more (in hot weather or 
a warm room a fresh lot should be 
soaked daily), dissolve one 
table- 


spoonful of salt in each bucket of 
water used for this; boil two or three 
hours and so gauge the amount of. 
water used for soaking that at the 
finish the water is boiled a way. Feed 
warm, but not hot. White Leghorn 
pullets can have those 
boiled 
oats 


twice daily, say, at 10 a. in. and 4. p. 
m., and all they will eat up clean. For 
old hens or heavyweight pulleis, one 
feed a day is enough, and not too 
much at that, lest they become too fat 
on this much-liked feed.

The prevalence of a serious epidem- 


ic of Influenza was first recognized In 
and around Boston In September of 
3918. Within about two weeks It was 
general in the Atlantic seaboard, de- 
veloping a little later among cities fur- 
ther west. Rural districts were usu- 


j ally attacked somewhat later, than 
Marge interests in the same sections. 


In the cities east of the line of the 


Appalachians ,the excess mortality 
from pneumonia and Influenza during 
the weeks ended September 14, 1918, 
to March 1, 1919, was approximately 
5.6 per 1,000; In cities between the 
Rocky mountains and the Appalachi- 
ans 4.35; and in those of the Pacific 
Coast 5.55 per 1,000. 


Concerning tne Important question 


of immunity conferred by an attack 
of influenza, the evidence is not con- 
clusive, but there is reason to believe 
that an attack during the earlier 
stages of the epidemic confers a con- 
siderable, but not absolute immunity

outbreaks. 


Transmitted by Contact. 


In general the pandemic of Influenza 


was largely similar to that of 1889-90 
In its development, first a mild form, 
later on a severe world-wide epidemic, 
in the rapidity of its spread and its 
high case incidence.

Above are the important facts de- 


veloped by the United States health 
service after a careful survey and in- 
vestigation uf (he influenza pandemic 
of 1918-1919, carried on in every state 
and important city, and even in for- 
eign countries. 


No one of the many experts of the 


service would make a more positive 
forecast of the all-important question, 
Will there be a recurrence? All agreed, 
however, that a recurrence was not 
unlikely, and in the face of the known 
facts, that it would be wise to be pre- 
pared, more with a view of being on 
the safe, side than actually anticipat- 
ing danger. 


The following excerpts from 
the 


government report are published for 
Hie benefit of the public and health 
officers in the hope that this will serve 
to Ret at rest the daily publication in 
the newspapers of statements, which 
on one hand are calculated to lull the 
public into a sense of false security 
and on the. other to unduly cause 
alarm. 


Contrary to the opinion expressed 


frequently during the early weeks of 
last year's pandemic by a number of 
observers, the studies of the United 
States public health service indicate 
that the epidemic was llot n fresh im- 
portation from abroad. Careful study 
of the mortality statistics of the Uni- 
ted Slates shows that there were a 
number of extensive though mild fore- 
runners of the pandemic during the 
previous three or four years. The ep- 
idemic was generally of a mild type 
and has since been almost forgotten 
It occasioned, however, a noticeable 
Increase in the recorded death rate 
from pneumonia. 


Rise in Mortality. 


In the spring of 1918 there was an- 


other sharp rise in the mortality rate 
from pneumonia. In the larger cities 
of the Atlantic seaboard these increas- 
es occurred during January, February 
and March. In the rest of the coun- 
try, especially -the central and west- 
ern states, the increases occurred In 
April, a month during which pneumon- 


infection was already widely dissem- 
inated in this country sometime be- 
fore a serious epidemic was recog- 
nized. 


Despite the fact that there Is still 


some uncertainty as to the nature of 
the micro-organism causing pandem- 
ic influenza, one thing is certain, that 
the disease *s communicable from per- 
son to person. 
Moreover, judging 


from experience in other diseases, it 
is probable that the germ, whatever 
its nature, is carried about not only 
by those who are ill Avlth influenza, 
but by persons who may be entirely 
well. Everything which Increases per- 
sonal contact, therefore, should be re- 
garded as a factor in spreading influ- 
enza. 


Much was .heard last winter of the 


use of face masks. Though the use of 
suitably constructed masks will reduce 
the interchange of respiratory germs 


for them. If we would be more suc- 
cessful in combating influenza great- 
er attention must be paid to the fac- 
tors just enumerated. 


The question of most practical and 


immediate Interest is the probability 
of recurrence in the near future. Re- 
currences are characteristic of Influ- 
enza epidemics ; and the history of the 
last pandemic and 
previous 
ones 


would seem to point to the conclusion 
that this one has not yet run its full 
course. On the other hand this epi- 
demic has already shown three more 
or less distinct phases and has been 
more severe, at least in mortality, than 
the three-year epidemic of 1889-92, 
facts which justify the hope, though 
not the conclusion, that it has run its 
course already. 


Recurrence Is Likely. 


It seems probable, however, that we 


may expect at least local recurrences 
in the near future, with an increase 
over the normal mortality from pneu- 
monia for perhaps several years; and 
certainly we should be, as far as pos* 
sible, prepared to meet them by pre» 
vious organization of forces and meas- 
ures for attempted prevention, treat- 
ment, and scientific investigation. 


There should be no repetition of the 


extensive suffering and distress which 
accompanied last year's pandemic. 
Communities should make plans now 
for dealing with any recurrence of the 
epidemic. The prompt recognition of 
the early cases and their effective iso- 
lation should be aimed at. In this con- 
nection, attention is called to the fact 
that the cases may appear to be just 
ordinary colds. 
A recen£ extensive 


outbreak of what were regarded as 
"summer colds" in Peoria, Illinois, 
proved on investigation to be an ei>- 
idemic of a mild type of influenza. 
Experience indicates that these mild 
epidemics are often the starting points 
of more severe visitations. Hence ev- 
ery effort should be made to discover 
as early as possible any unusual prev- 
alent of "colds." 


For municipalities operating on a 


budget basis, it is important that all 
delay in providing the necessary finan- 
cial support to the health authorities 
in dealing with a recurrence of the 
epidemic be avoided by setting a<=ide 
an emergency epidemic fund. 
This 


may prove of the greatest value in car- 
rying out important preventive meas- 
ures in the early days of the epidem- 
ic, at a time when -their beneficial ef- 
fect is greatest. 


The most promising way to deal with 


a possible recurrence of the influenza 
epidemic Is, to sum it up in a single 
word, "Preparedness." 
And now it 


is the time to prepare.

Above arc the important facts de­ 
veloped by the United States health 
service after a careful survey and In­ 
vestigation of the influenza pandemic 
of 1918-1919, carried on in every state 
and Important city, and even In for­ 
eign countries. 


No one of -the many experts of the 
service would make a more positive 
forecast of the all-important question, 
Will there be a recurrence? All agreed, 
however, that a recurrence was not 
unlikely, and in the face of the known 
facts, that it would be wise to be pre­ 
pared, more with a view of being on 
the safe> side than actually anticipat­ 
ing danger. 


Tlie following excerpts from the 
government report are published for 
the benefit of the public and health 
officers in tho hope that this wiil serve 
to set at rest the daily publication in 
the newspapers of statements, which 
on one hand are calculated to .lull the 
public into a sense of false security 
and on tho other to unduly cause 
alarm. 


Contrary to the opinion expressed 
frequently during the early weeks of 
last year’s pandemic by a number of 
observers, the studies of the United 
States public health service indicate 
that the epidemic was not a fresh im­ 
portation from abroad. Careful study 
of the mortality statistics of the Uni­ 
ted States shows that there were a 
number of extensive though mild fore­ 
runners of the pandemic during the 
previous three or four years. The ep­ 
idemic was generally of a mild type 
and has since been almost forgotten. 
It occasioned, however, a noticeable 
increase in the recorded death rate 
from pneumonia. 


Riso in Mortality. 


In the spring of 1918 there was an 
other sharp riso in the mortality rate 
from pneumonia. 
In the larger cities 
of the Atlantic seaboard these increas­ 
es occurred during January, February 
and March. In the rest of the coun­ 
try, especially -the central and west­ 
ern states, the increases occurred In 
April, a month during which pneumon­ 
ia mortality is generally on the decline. 
This increase was sufficient to indi­ 
cate a strong departure from the nor­ 
mal. The increased mortality rate ex­ 
tended Into May and in some areas 
longer. 


This occurrence has, it is believed, 
a definite significance in relation to 
the influenza epidemic. In the United 
States In the spring of 1918, a num­ 
ber of definite local outbreaks1 of in­ 
fluenza were observed:

Good Reason Why the Early Settler* 


Preferred the Slower but Safer 


Method of Locomotion. 


The first horses imported into the 


United States were brought to New 
England in IGiiO. One horse and seven 
mares .survived the voyage. 
Horses 


were not highly esteemed nor much 
needed in America at that time nor 
for a hundred years afterward. There 
were no race courses nor trotting 
parks and the roads generally were so 
poor that speed was not desirable had 
it been possible with safety. 
Oxen 


were found to be much better for all 
farm work. 


Most of the land was rough, rocky 


and full of stumps, so that oxen, be- 
ing strong, patient and slow, made 
much the better team for agricultur- 
al purposes and lumbering than did 
horses, and they were cheaper kept, 
needing but little grain even when at 
hard work and none at all when in 
pasture. They required no expensive 
harness like horses, only cheap yose 
and chain, and were quickly yoked.

Needs a National Budget System 


By G. B. CORTELYOU, Former Secretary of the Treasury 


The government of the United States for r.:ore 


than one hundred years has been conducted upon finan- 
cial principles which would have bankrupted a private 
corporation within a few mouths. 


No public officer has been directly responsible for 


the adjustment of expenditures to receipts. Xo public 
officer has direct control over the estimates of the dif- 
ferent departments. 


A distinguished gentleman in 1909 was credited 


with the statement, that 30 per cent of the government's 
entire revenue—a sum totaling $300,000,000—was 


wasted annually. I cannot attempt with any degree of accuracy to name 
the exact amount of money spent needlessly during any one fiscal year. 
It is no exaggeration, however, to say that the figures will run into mil- 
lions of dollars. This same condition holds today. 


I desire to point out that the distribution of immense sums raised 


mainly by taxation should be subjected to the closest scrutiny, classifica- 
tion and co-ordination. The present method of dealing with money mat- 
ters is entirely lacking in system. 


There is probably no other civilized government—certainly no gov- 


ernment which is truly representative—where there has been such a com- 
plete lack of supervision of the budget as in the United States. 


With a war debt of $25,000,000,000 hanging over us it is no longer 


practicable to meet an annual deficit by an assessment upon the nation's 
stockholders—its citizens. 


Even the United States, with a total estimated wealth of more than 


two hundred billion dollars, is not so rich or so powerful that it can afford 
to disregard the principles of business efficiency or fail to provide itself 
with a carefully mapped out budgetary plan.

Xo king, monarch, president or ruler of 
a single nation in Europe is permitted to exercise the same unrestricted 
right as our laws give to a president. 


The president must not be blamed because he exercised these unusual, 


extraordinary powers. It is not his fault; it is the omission of our law. 


Will the Democratic party, the Republican party, or a new party 


secure for the people of the United States a right that is possessed even 
by the people living under the monarchies of Europe, or shall our execu- 
tive retain and exercise a power more unrestricted, unrestrained and auto- 
cratic than that of any European ruler? 


This is a problem for the future and is independent of the question 


of the ratification or approval of the peace treaty or the League of Nations.

Future of the Women of Britain Lies 


Wholly in the Hands of Labor

There are two alternatives before the women of Britain. There are 


2,000,000 women who can never marry. If labor speeds up and the people 
woik to throw off the national debt, as the French did after the Franco- 
Prussian war, then these superfluous women will have a chance in indus- 
try. 
But if the extreme labor agitators have their way everyone will be 


at loggerheads, the oiitput will diminish and women will be the victims, 
for'they will be unable to get employment. In this event there will be 
nothing for those 2,000,000 women to do but sink into misery or go to the 
colonies. Their future lies virtually in the hands of labor. 


I wrote in 1914: "Feminism, if it is a live thing, cannot mean the 


elimination of children from women's lives; one can afford to trust DO! 
only life but women for that. The time has already come when women 
are achieving success in their work and in the upbringing of their chil- 
dren as well. But complete freedom, both to work and to bear children. 
involves almost unimaginable changes in social conditions, in housing 
nursing, education, cooking, cleaning and in industry and the professions. 
It is the biggest job of the feminist movement, and on its success or fail- 
ure the whole thing hangs." 


These "unimaginable changes" are already coming about in England 


a* a result of the war, and home life, community life, education and indus- 
try are being put on a new basis. 


The reconstruction program of the British government is so far- 


reaching that ten years ago most of us" would have called it socialistic, but 
people have moved forward to meet it. 


Fran Clara Mende, German National Assembly—The emigration 


question particularly concerns the women at this time. Women must im- 
press on the government that no consuls or no foreign representatives bf 
selected who are unmarried in order that each place where we are repre- 
sented the families of our .representatives may become centers of German 
colonies.

The Lerot and the Snake. 


K\ery one has heard of the remark- 


able c.unbats of the Indian mongoose 
u i l h \inomous snakes, in which little 
rikkitikki-tavvi conies off victor. The 
fact that the mongoose invariably sur- 
vives lias led to the suggestion that 
It is immune to snake poison. Other 
animals said to he immune are the pig 
and the hedgehog. The experiments of 
n British naturalist show that an anim- 
al of the dormouse family must be 
added to the list of the immune. This 
animal is known ;..-» the lerot and is 
said to fight 
fiercely 
with 
vipers. 


Large doses of viper's poison were In- 
jected into one lerot, from which in- 
jection no 111 effects followed. On one 
occasion a lerot was badly bitten in 
the eye by a viper and no signs of poi- 
soning followed.

Good Reason Why the Early Settler* 
Preferred the Slower but Safer 
n 
Method of Locomotion. 


The first horses imported into the 
United States were brought to New 
England in 1029, One horse and seven 
mares survived the voyage. 
Horses 
were not highly esteemed nor much 
needed in America at that time nor 
for a hundred years afterward. There 
were no race courses 
nor 
trotting 
parks and the roads generally were so 
poor that speed was not desirable had 
it been possible with safety. 
Oxen 
were found to be much better for ail 
farm work. 


Most of the land was rough, rocky 
and full of stumps, so that oxen, be­ 
ing strong, patient and slow, made 
much the better team for agricultur­ 
al purposes and lumbering than did 
horses, and they were cheaper kept, 
needing but little grain even when at 
hard work and none at all when in 
pasture. 
They required no expensive 
harness like Ijorses, only cheap yoK6 
and chain, and were quickly yoked.

Uncle Samuel Is Unbusinesslike and 
Needs a National Budget System 


By G. B. CORTELYOU, Former Secretary of the Treasury 


\. 
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The government of the United States for more 
than one hundred years has been conducted upon finan­ 
cial principles which would have bankrupted a private 
corporation within a few months. 


No public officer has been directly responsible for 
the adjustment of expenditures to receipts. No public 
officer has direct control over the estimates of the dif- 
ferent- departments. 


A distinguished gentleman in 1909 was credited 
with the statement that 30 per cent of the government’s 
entire revenue—a sum totaling $300,000,000—was 
wasted annually. I cannot attempt with any degree of accuracy to name 
the exact amount of money spent needlessly during any one fiscal year. 
It is no exaggeration, however, to say that the figures will run into mil­ 
lions of dollars. This same condition holds today. 


I- desire to point out that the distribution of immense sums raised 
mainly by taxation should be subjected to the closest scrutiny, elassiiica- 
tion and co-ordination. The present method of dealing with money mat­ 
ters is entirely lacking in system. 


There is probably no other civilized government—certainly no gov­ 
ernment which is truly representative—where there has been such a com­ 
plete lack of supervirion of the budget as in the United States. 


With a war debt of $25,000,000,000 hanging over us it is no longer 
practicable to meet an annual deficit by an assessment upim the nation’s 
stockholders—its citizens. 


Even the United States, with a total estimated wealth of more than 
two hundred billion dollars, is not so rich or so powerful that it can afford 
to disregard the principles of business efficiency or fail to provide itself 
with a carefully mapped out budgetary plan. 


“Not the Fault of the President; It Is the 
Omission of Our Laws”

At the conclusion of hostilities our president appointed himself, 
selected four associates, and proceeded to the conference in Paris. These 
five men spoke for the United States of America, and from the first meet­ 
ing until the treaty was signed theirs was the voice of the United Stales. 


Whether the commission truly interpreted or failed to interpret the 
wishes of the American people they were plac -d in the unfortunate posi­ 
tion of not knowing positively what our people wanted. 
They guessed 
that it favored a certain policy, which was their policy, and it may be 
they guessed correctly. To this day they do not know. If they had known 
there would be no discussion in the senate. 


George of England, Clemenceau of France and Orlando of Italy 
knew that if at any time they failed to properly interpret the wishes of 
their countries the legislative branches of their governments had in their 
possession the power of recall. No king, monarch, president or ruler of 
a single nation in Europe is permitted to exercise the same unrestricted 
right as our laws give to a president. 


The president must not be blamed because he exercised these unusual, 
extraordinary powers. It is not his fault; it is the omission of our law. 


Will the Democratic party, the Republican party, or a new^party 
secure for the people of the United States a right that is possessed even 
by thç people living under the monarchies of Europe, or shall our execu­ 
tive retain and exercise a power more unrestricted, unrestrained and auto­ 
cratic than that of any European ruler? 


This is a problem for the future and is independent of the question 
of the ratification or approval of the peace treaty or the League of Nations. 


Future of the Women of Britain Lies 
Wholly in the Hands of Labor 


By BEATRICE FORBES-ROBERTSON HALE 


There are two alternatives before the women of Britain. There are 
2,000,000 women who can never marry. If labor Speeds up and the people 
woik to throw off the national debt, as the French did after the Franco- 
Prussian war, then these superfluous women will have a chance in indus­ 
try. But if the extreme labor agitators have their way everyone will be 
at loggerheads, the output will diminish and women Avill be the victims, 
for"they will be unable to get employment. In this event there will bo 
nothing for those 2,000,000 women to do but sink into misery or go to the 
colonies. Their future lies virtually in the hands of labor. 


I wrote in 1914: “Feminism, if it is a live.thing, cannot mean the 
elimination of children from women’s lives; one can afford to trust not 
only life but women for that. The time has already come when women 
are achieving success in their work and in the upbringing of their chil­ 
dren as well. But complete freedom, both to work and to bear children, 
involves almost unimaginable changes in social conditions, in housing, 
nursing, education, cooking, cleaning and in industry and the professions. 
It is the biggest job of the feminist movement, and on its sueeess or fail­ 
ure the whole thing hangs.” 


These “unimaginable changes” are already coming about in England 
a result of the war, and home life, community life, education and indus­ 
try are being put on a new basis. 
The reconstruction program of the British government is so far- 
reaching that ten years ago most of us would have called it socialistic, but 
people have moved forward to meet it. 


Frau Clara Mende, German National Assembly-—The emigration 
question particularly concerns the women at this time. Women must im­ 
press on the government that no consuls or no foreign representatives be 
selected who are unmarried in order that each place where we are repre* 
sented the families of our representatives may become centers of German 
colonies. 


Secretary of the Interior Lane—We must stop the concentration of 
our -work in the big cities if we are to solve for long the problem of soar­ 
ing food prices. 


HAS 2 INDEPENDENCE DAYS 


Republic of Ecuador Celebrates Augutt 
Tenth and October Ninth as 
National Holidays. 


The Republic of Ecuador celebrates 
two national holidays, and both aro 
“independence days,” according to the 
Pan-American Union. 


The liberty-loving patriots had to 
shoot two bolts at Spanish domination 
before they succeeded in gaining per­ 
manent Independence. 
The first timo 
they hail a quiet but determined revo­ 
lution in Quito, the present capital of 
the republic, the patriot* assembling 
at the house of Manuela Cañizares, a 
brave and beautiful woman, on August 
5, 1S0U, when 
they 
prepared 
their 
declaration of independence and chose 
the official« who wore to compose the 
provisional governmont. 
That night 
the conspirators gathered their forces 
in different par1* ■;* the .tty and t’ap- 
tain Salinas, who commanded the two 
companies of regular troops that guard­ 
ed tin* city, went to iheir barrueks, 
read to them the declaration and won 
them over4o the causo of the patriots. 
They overpowered the bodyguard of 
Ruiz de ('astilla, the Spanish governor* 
early on the morning of August 10 and 
thus 
established 
the 
first 
republic 
without shedding i drop of blood. 
It 
lasted only about a year, when ("‘astil­ 
la succeeded in overthrowing the pa­ 
triotic government and again brought 
the country under Spanish dominion. 


The fires of liberty had boon kin­ 
dled, however, and the Ecuadoreans 
kept up their heroic struggle, notwith­ 
standing many reverses, until in 1S20 
the people of Guayaquil, the leading 
seaport of the country, succeeded in 
rebelling on the ninth 
of 
October. 
With the aid of Gen. Simon Bolivar, 
the 
great 
Venezuelan 
emancipator* 
and of his compatriot, Gen. Antonio 
Jose Sucre, 
the 
Ecuadoreans, after 
many bloody battles, succeeded incom­ 
pletely annihilating the Spanish forcea 
and established freedom in Ecuador 
forever. Therefore it is that the Ecua­ 
doreans celebrate two “independence 
days,“ the tenth of August and the 
ninth of October.

BIG FOOD SUPPLY NEGLECTED 


Writer Points Out How Great Savings 
Might Be Effected By Cultiva- 
tion of Certain Trees. 


Nuts are the best of all tree crops 
because of their high food value, their 
long keeping qualities and the long 
life of the trees. 
But there are many 
other tree crops almost entirely neg- 
lected by us. In tropical countries the 
food of whole nations is -largely de- 
rived irom tree- fruits, both for man 
and 
animal. 
The 
bread 
fruit, 
the 
banana, the avocado, the pawpaw, the 
carob. the fig, are examples. 
But with 
such fruits as tlie American pawpaw, 
the 
persimmon, 
the 
mulbeny, 
the 
honey locust, the acorn and beechnut 
are neglected sources of food, espec- 
ially 
for 
animals. 
Doctor 
Smith 
says that our domesticated 
animals 
eat 
about 
nine-tenths 
of 
our 
food 
ci-ops and that we ^pend a large part 
of our time v/aitJng on these animals. 
Why not make our hogs and chickens, 
for example, wait on themselves by 
having good crop trees, many of which 
keep dropping their fruit over a largo 
period of time, under which we can 
pasture them? 
In Portugal they en- 
tirely fatten their pigs on acorns and 
in some of the Mediterranean islands 
on chestnuts.—Exchange.

Sheer lack of thrift has canscd more financial failures than anything 
else. How many men thero aro today ^vho might have bccome Avealthy 
had they only known how to save money 1 During the course of their 
careers they have earned largo sums, but these have slipped from their 
lingers from day to day. 
Thoy had the natural gift' of making money, 
just as their successful rivals, but they lacked the quality of permanent 
success—^^vhich is thrift. 


Although the ability to make money is, to a considerable extent, a 
matter of natural aptitude, the still more important accomplishments of 
thrift can be acquired by anyone. 
Thero ip no excuse for not saving 
money. 


Thriftlessness is an indication of weakness. It is indecision of char- 
acter. 


Thrift requires steadfastness, and the marshaling of the last ounce of 
moral strength that we possess. But it does not require any special genius 
or brilliant gift of mind. 


It is within the power of every man and woman to thrive through tjie 
cultivation of prudent habits. Practices of thrift do not bring a guarantee 
of great wealth. But they are an absolute assurance of modest success and 
a never-failing protection against complete failure and poverty. 


The primary value of thrift lies in the fact that througli it wo secure 
full advantage of the little things. 


Those who are thriftless in money matters do not, as a rule, dissipate 
their resources in large amounts. 
The processes of waste are going on 
constantly, however, in the way of unnecessary or ill-advised spending. 


On tiie other hand thrift consists of saving by small degrees. 
A point often overlooked is that a few years of thrifty habits will 
place one in a financial position where he can enjoy many of lifers whole- 
Bome pleasures, whereas continual thriftlessness yields only inadequate 
and superficial pleasure.—S. W. Straus in Thrift Magazine.

About Poultry Feeding 


i 


The high prices of grain this past 
year have caused many poultry people 
to try dliTerent feeds 
and 
feeding 
from what might be callcd standard 
feeding. 


From reports reaching the Pennsyl- 
vania department of agriculture and 
the obseinralions of the poultry ex- 
perts in its employ, tliese experiments 
la new or abbreviated feeding have 
mostly been a failure and have re- 
sulted in much poultry having made 
an unprofitable growth and being puny 
and stunted. 


A notable exception is the feeding 
of boiled oats, which feed, previously 
used by only a few poultry keepers, 
kas become very populai', particularly 
among the larger poultry ireepers hav- 
ing much feeding to do.

Will there be a recurrence? All agreed, 
however, that a recurrence was not 
unlikely, and In the face of the known 
facts, that It -would be wise to be pre- 
pared, more with a view of being on 
the safci side than actually anticipat- 
ing danger. 


The following excerpts from 
the 
government report are published for 
tho benefit of the public and health 
oflicers in tho hope that this wlil servo 
to set at rest the daily publication in 
tiie newspapers of statements, which 
on one hand are calculated to .lull the 
public Into a sense of false security 
and on tho other to unduly 
cause 
niarm. 


Contrary to the opinion expressed 
frequently during the early weeks of 
last year's pandemic by a number of 
observers, the studies of the United 
States public health service Indicate 
that the epidemic was not a fresh im- 
portation from abroad. 
Careful study 
of the mortality statistics of the Uni- 
ted States shows that there were a 
number of extensive though mild fore- 
runners of the pandemic during the 
previous three or four years. 
The ep- 
idemic was generally of a mild type 
and has since been almost forgotten. 
It occasioned, however, a noticeable 
increase in the recorded death 
rate 
from pneumonia. 


Rise in 
Mortality. 
In the spring of 1018 there was an- 
other sharp rise In the mortality rate 
fi'om pni'umonia. 
In the larger cities 
of tho Atlantic seaboard these inci'eas- 
es occurred during January, February 
and March. 
In the rest of the coun- 
try, especially 'the central and west- 
ern states, the increases occurred In 
April, a month during which pneumon- 
ia mortality is generally on thedncline. 
This Increase was sufilcjeni to indi- 
cate a strong departure from the nor- 
mal. The increased mortality rate ex- 
tended Into May and In some areas 
longer. 


This occurrence has, it is believed,' 
n definltG significance in relation to 
the Influenza epidemic. 
In the United 
iStates In the spring of li)lS, a num- 
ber of definite local outbreaks* of in- 
iluenza were observed; 


The rise In mortality from pneumon- 
ia. this very similar type 
of disease, 
in the spring of 1918 is so sudden^ so 
marked and so general throughout ^he 
United Slates as to point very clearly 
to a definite relation.

from pneumonia in March and April 
of 3918 was* the consequence of a be- 
ginning and largely unnoticed epidem- 
ic of iíiflueníja, the beginning in this 
country of the pándenle >vhU'h devel- 
oped In tho autumn of that yciar.

Such evidence as has been 
gathered confirms tho conclusion pre- 
viously reached that it is transmitted 
directly and indirectly by contact.

Despite the fact that there Is still 
some uncertainty as to the nature of 
the micro-oVganism causing pandem- 
ic influenza, one thing is certain, that 
the disease is communicable from per-

person. 
Moreover, 
judging 
from experience in other diseases, it 
is probable that the germ, whatever 
Its nature, is carried about not only 
by those who are 111 with influenza, 
but by persons who may be entirely 
well. Everything which Increases per- 
sonal contact, therefore, should be re- 
garded as a factor In spreading Infiu- feet is greatest.

outbreak of what were regarded as

Experience indicates that these mild 
epidemics are often the starting points 
of more severe visitations.

For municipalities operating on a 
budget basis, It is Important that all 
delay In providing the necessary finan- 
cial support to the health authorities 
in dealing with a recurrence of the 
epidemic be avoided by setting aside 
an emergency epidemic fund. 
This 
may prove of the greatest value In car- 
rying out important preventive meas- 
ures in the early days of the epidem- 
ic. at a time when»their beneficial ef-

The govcniinent of tho Unitecl States for mote 
than one Imudrcd years has been conducted upon finan- 
cial principles which would have bankrupted a private 
corporation within a few months. 


No public officer has been directly responsible for 
the adjustment of expenditures to receipts. 
No public 
oifficer has direct control over tho estimates of tho dif- 
ferent departments. 


A distiniiuished gentleman in 1909 was credited 
with the statement that 30 per cent of the government's 
entire revenue—a sum totaling 
$300,000,000—was 
wasted annually. I cannot attempt with any degree of accuracy to name 
the exact amoimt of money spent needlessly during any oue fiscal year. 
It is no exaggeration, however, to say that tho figures will run into mil- 
lions of dollars. This same condition holds today. 


I' desire to point out that the distribution of immense sums raised 
mainly by taxation should be subjected to the closest scrutiny, classificar 
tion and co-ordination. The present method of dealing with money mat- 
ters is entirely lacking in system. 


There is probably no other civilized governmeni>—certainly no gov- 
ernment which is truly representative—where there has been such a com- 
plete lack of supervision of the budget as in the United States. 


With a war debt of $25,000,000,000 hanging over us it is no longer 
practicable to meet an annual deficit by an assessment up?m the nation's 
stockholders—its citizens. 


Even the United Stales, with a total estimated wealth of more than 
two hundred billion dollars, is not so rich or so powerful that it can afi'ord 
to disregard the principles of business efficiency or fail to provide itself 
with a carefully mapped out budgetary plan.

HORSES 


Good Reason Why the Early Settler® 
Preferred the Slower but Safer 
, 
Method of 
Locomotion. 


The first liorses imported into the 
United States were brought to New 
England in 1029. One horse and seven 
mares survived tlie voyage. 
Horses 
were not highly esteemed nor much 
needed in America at that time nor 
for a hundred years afterward. There 
were no race courses 
nor 
trotting 
parks and the roads generally were so 
poor that speed was not desirable had 
it been possible with safety. 
Oxen 
were found to be much better for ail 
farm work, 


^lost of the land was rough, rooky 
and full of stumps, so that oxen, be- 
ing strong, patient and slow, made 
much the better team for agricultur- 
al purposes and lumbering than did 
horses, and they were cheaper kept, 
needing but little grain even wlien uc 
hard work and none at all when in 
pasture. 
They required no expensive 
harness like Ijorses, only eheap yoKe 
and chain, and were quickly yoked.

It is not his fault; it is the omission of our law- 
Will the Democratic party, the Eepublioan party, or a tiew"^party 
secure for the people of the United States a right that is possessed even 
by the people living under the monarchies of Europe, or shall our execu- 
tive retain and exercise a power more unrestricted, unrestrained and auto- 
cratic than that of any European ruler ? 


This is a problem for the future and is independent of the question 
of the ratification or approval of the peace treaty or the League of Nations.

There are two alternatives before the women of Britain. 
Th^re are 
2,000,000 women who can never marry. If labor Speeds up and the people 
woik to throw off the national debt, as the French did after the Franco- 
Prussian war, then these superfluous women will have a chance in indus- 
try. But if the extreme labor agitators have their way everyone will be 
at loggerheads, the output will diminish and women will be the victims, 
for'they will be unable to get employment. 
In this event there will be 
nothing for those 2,000,000 women to do but sink into misery or go to the 
colonies. Their future lies virtually in the hands of labor. 


I wrote in 1914: 'Teminism, if it is a live,thing, cannot mean the 
elimination of children from women's lives; one can afford to trust not 
only life but women for that. The time has already come when women 
are achieving success in their work and in the upbringing of their ehil- 
dien as well. But complete freedom, both to work and to bear children, 
involves almost uAimaginable changes in social conditions, in housing, 
nursing, education, cooking, cleaning and in industry and the professions. 
It is the biggest job of the feminist movement, and on its success or fail- 
ure the whole thing hangs.^' 


These "unimaginable changes" are already coming about in England 


a result of the war, and home life, community life, education and indus- 
try are being put on a new basis. 


The reconstruction program of ihe British government is so far- 
reaching that ten years ago most of us would have called it socialistic, but 
people have moved forward to meet it.
